1) Pull over safely and asses the 
situation. In some cases your help 
may be necessary to help injured 
persons. (Contact SPECS for 
information on becoming certified 
for first aid by the Red Cross.) 


2) Locate someone on the air that 
can call the agency needed. It 
may be necessary to find a 
repeater with autopatch 
capabilities. There is usually 
someone monitoring the SPECS 
machine on 145.27 that can bring 
up the AP for you.

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3) Explain to the officer on the 
other end that you would like to 
report an accident and that you are 
talking to them on amateur radio 
and cannot hear them while 
talking. 


4) Let the officer ask YOU the 
questions. They may be able to 
get all the information they need in 
one answer and thereby respond 
quicker to the accident. 


If we use these procedures, we will 
continue to prove that amateur 
radio is a service to the community, 
and we will continue to be held 
with such high regard.
